HAS MU. CLEVELAND BEEN SLANDERED? 


The New Y ork Times's W ashington corre­ 
spondent attributes Mr. Cleveland’s defeat in 
part to a system of cruel slander which was 
p ut in operation against him early in the 
cam paign and kept up industriously and 
w ithout intermission to the close. 
The as­ 
tonishing averm ent is made that his marriage, 
which raised him immeasurably in public re­ 
spect, was employed as a new occasion 
for 
outrageous 
charges. 
He 
was 
ac­ 
cused of drunkenness, beastly cruelty, li­ 
centiousness and about all the other vices to 
which weak hum anity is known or supposed 
to be subject. 
It is asserted that some of the 
stories of his treatm ent of his wife are too in­ 
decent to repeat and too horrible to be be­ 
lieved of any one having the semblance of 
hum anity. 
One child of ten years old is re­ 
lated to have brought hom e Irom a school of 
infants in the West ^ picture of the President 
whipping his wife who was chained to a bed­ 
post. 
These stories were never printed, but 
were circulated quietly from mouth to mouth 
and from 
towu to town, and the cor­ 
respondent believes they were effective in con­ 
tributing to his defeat. 
And the charge is 
added that they originated among Democrats 
who were hostile to Mr. Cleveland, and that 
the same parties kept them actively in circu­ 
lation. 
This recalls the fact that the first 
man to publicly declare Mr. Cleveland a 
•'m oral lep er” in 1884 was a Democratic 
editor, and the first newspapers to ransack 
Buffalo for discreditable reports concerning 
his private life were those of his own party. 
W hether this remarkable chapter by the 
lim e s ’ correspondent is true or not, the fact 
cannot be denied that Mr. Cleveland was 
treated fairly and kindly by the newspapers 
of the opposite party. 
There was a tacit un­ 
derstanding among 
them from the outset 
that they would not revive the scandals of 
1884, or give countenance to any of later da'e. 
There was started a story several months 
ago of the departure of Mrs. Cleveland and 
Mrs. Folsom 
from 
the 
W hite 
House 
because of a family disagreement, but it was 
instantly denied by Mrs. Cleveland herself, 
and no Republican paper gave credence to it 
afterwards. 
The people have no opportuni­ 
ty to judge of a m an's domestic life except 
by that part of it which is turned to the pub­ 
lic view, and that certainly has been in the 
highest degree favorable to both the Presi­ 
dent and his wife. 
There is still another 
fact that goes far to vindicate him. 
lie is an 
intense worker in his office; his industry is 
tireless. Í his could not be possible if he were 
given to intemperance or other vicious in­ 
dulgence. 
We hope and believe that the Times's nar­ 
rative is greatly exaggerated. The amount of 
credence 
given to a slander is 
usually 
in inverse ratio to its enormity. 
Stories of 
abominable, shameless and beastly conduct 
are a good deal too "ran k ” to be accepted of 
a man who has stood before the public as 
conspicuously as Mr. Cleveland has done for 
the last four years. 
Such stories may have 
beeu circulated, but they were not believed. 
It is doubtful w hether they cost him a hun­ 
dred votes.

The great teiritories of the Northwest arc 
to lie admitted because they have earned the 
right to statehood 
and 
self government 
Texas already enjoys that right and is well 
satisfied with it. 
H er autonomy is not going 
to lie disturbed for the mere partisan purpose 
of strengthening the Democratic party in the 
United States Senate. 
The country would 
accept with a good deal more patience a pro 
position to annex Delaware, now a Repub 
ican state, to M aryland or New Jersey.

REPUBLICAN GAINS IN ULSTER COUNTY. 


The state official canvass makes the vote 
o f Ulster County as fo llo w s; President—Har­ 
rison, 10,850; Cleveland, 10,487; Fisk, 523. 
Governor— M iller,10,763; llill, 10,550; Jones, 
487. 
Plurality for Harrison, 369; for Miller, 
213. 
In 1884 the vote for Presideut w a s : 
Blaine, 9,929; Cleveland, 9,870; St. John, 
429. 
Plurality for Blaine 59. 
Iu 1885 the 
vote for Governor was : Davenport, 8,913; 
H ill, 8,801; Bascoin, 605. 
Plurality for Hill, 
112. 
The Republican gain on President since 
1884 is 927, w hich is 9.33 per cent. 
The 
Dem ocratic gaiu is 617, which is 0.25 per 
cent. 
A sim ple calculation will show that 
Ulster county did her full share to gain the 
Republican victory, und a little more. Thus 
the vole of the state for Blaine in 1884 
562,001. 
An increase of 9.33 Der cent 
1888 would give a total of 614,436. 
The 
total vote of the state for Cleveland in 1884 
was 563,048. 
An increase of 6.25 percent on 
this vote w ould give a total of 596,217. 
The 
m ajority for Harrison w ould accordingly he 
18,189. 
Harrison’s actual majority in the 
state is 14,373. 
Had the rest of the state done 
as w ell as Ulster county this majority would 
be increased by nearly 2,000. 
A sim ilar calculation in regard to Governor 
shows that M iller’s gain over Davenport in 
1885 in Ulster county is 1,962, or 22.29 pe 
cent, while H ill’s gain over him self is 1,637 
or 18.37 per cent. 
Davenport’s vote in 1885 
was 490,331, and 
H ill’s 501,465. 
Had the 
gains in the state equalled those of Ulste 
county, Miller’s vote w ould be 599,626, nnd 
H ill’s 593,585. 
Instead of a majority of 19 
133. Mr. H ill w ould be in a minority 


6,042. 
These, figures vindicate the Republicanism 
of Ulster county, and prove that the party is 
steadily gaining upon its adversary.

three times in succession— 124 for Garfield

W h y tlie P u rsu it o f P o litic s Is P oor H u si­ 
llos»— U ncertain , C ostly an d P o o rly P a id . 
[From tlie Philadelphia Press.] 
It was to be expected that with a coming 
change in the federal administration there 
would be a great deal of talk about peopl 
who are ambitious to til! the offices. 
All the 
old politicians and those who have had places 
in time past are brought to the front and 
turned over aud over iu every discussion with 
or without the consent of the parties them 
selves. 
T hat there will be many more anx 
ious applicants than there are offices is alto­ 
gether certain, and this will be regardless of 
the policy that may be pursued by President 
Harrison’s administration when it shall get 
down to work. 
It appears to be taken for 
granted that changes will lie prom ptly made 
all along the line, and the Democrats 
place, who were unceasing in their demands 
that the spoils should be given the victors, 
are foremost in giving expression to this ex­ 
pectation. 
To those who are not in the habit of seek­ 
ing public office this push for place is almost 
inexplicable. 
It is difficult, almost impossi 
hie, to understand what there is in the public 
service to make people so anxious to enter it 
In very few instances is the pecuniary com­ 
pensation an adequate return for all the sacri­ 
fices made. 
W ork must be done, and no one 
in public office who does his full duty gets 
off with any lighter task than if lie were 
otherwise employed. 
The uncertainty of the 
tenure, 
no 
m atter 
w hat the character 
efficiency 
of 
the 
official| 
may he, 
must 
certainly 
prove 
very undesirable 
Some of those now in federal office in this 
city have been so employed but a few months. 
The most of them lelt other employment 
which was practically permanent, and a few 
abandoned a business probably worth as 
much, if uot more, in a monev sense than all 
that can be had out of their offices. 
And yet 
the places were not only accepted, but they 
were sought with a full knowledge that a 
change of adm inistration was p issiule at the 
next succeeding election. 
In very few, if any, instances is the whole 
salary of a public office enjoyed by the man 
who earns it. 
lie is expected to contribute 
a share of it to his pariv, and invariably he 
does so. 
If the party emergency appears 
reat this cut am ounts to a great deal, for 
every candidate and every organized club de­ 
mands its share. 
Of the hundreds who have 
gone out of place in this town under the 
Cleveland Adm inistration scarcely one had 
anything to show for a service ot many years, 
where others in private employment, with no 
better salaries, had been able to save. 
The 
civil service reform law has not prevented 
this evil. 
The salaries of the office holders 
were stripped in the last campaign to an ex­ 
tent hardly thought of before, the law mere­ 
ly introducing somewhat different methods of 
doing it and m aking greater secrecy neces­ 
sary. 
Probably everyone who takes an office 
expects this sort of thing. 
With it all. however, hundreds of people 
better situated than they can be in public 
office arc casting their eyes in the direction 
of the federal service. 
These include a large 
number of those who were but recently turned 
out aud who have secured other employment 
where they are probably enjoying more per­ 
sonal freedom and having the undivided con­ 
trol of such iucouie as they earn. 
But they 
are not likely to see the m atter in any differ­ 
ent light, and they will go hack to public of­ 
fice with alacrity if they get the chance, tak­ 
ing the risk of having to look out for some­ 
thing else a few years hence. 
They are the professional office-seekers who 
are uncomfortable without office. 
Few of 
them can claim that it pays. 
Nearly all of 
them know that they would be better off if 
they devoted their energies to something else, 
but these facts will not make them do it. 
There is a fascination about office-holding 
which persuades them to sink other ambition, 
make all the sacrifices and take all the chances 
required.

and we each eat half of it. W hat seems the 
more m ysterious our neighbors did not keep 
hens.

There seems to he some danger of ov er­ 
doing the “ M ollie.” “ Dollic,” “ W illie” and 
“ Jim m ie” style of surnam e here, and-certain 
of the p ublic schools are largely to blame for 
the infliction. 
Tako the p rogram m es of ex­ 
ercises and the num ber of tirst names of 
p up ils found thereon ending with ie, is re­ 
m arkably large. 
Not one W illiam in a h u n­ 
dred was ev er christened “ W illie.” 
The 
“ Mollies” and the “ Mamies.” it is safe to as 
sert, were nam ed M ary at the bap tismal font 
Similar statem ents are ap p licable to the 
“ Jam ies,” "Johnies" and other youngsters 
who are stru ggling along under the weight of 
nicknames. 
It m ay be all v ery well to call a 
boy “ W iilie” or “Johnie” in the seclusion 
of the home circle, but it is an unp ardonable 
license to do so in a newsp ap er or in p ublic 
The num ber of men in this City who are 
familiarly sp oken about as “ Ja c k,” “ Bob,’ 
“ Joe,” etc., is large, and to n newcomer 
sav ors of the ridiculous and rank p rov incial 
ism . 
The whole system cannot be too strong­ 
ly condemned. 
The New- Yo rk S u n , 
of Sunday, has a cap 
itril editorial on this line of thou ght, as fol 
lows: 
It seems that when a daughter was recently born 
to Daniel Lamont. the Priv ate Secretary of the Pres 
Ident, the father and m other wished to settla the 
momentous question of a name for the little girl by 
calling her after Mrs. Clev eland. That was v ery 
natural and p rop er; and of itself, aud ap art from 
it* association with the beautiful mistress of the 
White House, the name Frances is both dignified and 
eup honious. But, with the modesty which is so 
charming a trait of Mrs. Clev eland, sha begged 
that instead of naming the baby after her, Mr*. La 
mont should giv e her tne p riv ilege of selecting the 
name. Tha Lamont baby, accordingly, is t« be called 
Marguerite, which, we are told, has always been one 
of Mrs. Clov eland’s^fav orite names. Now Marguer­ 
ite is unquestionably a v ery p retty name fora F renoh 
girl, as Margherita for an Italian, or as Margarita is 
fora Sp anish girl. But the English form of the ap 
p uliation is Margaret, and none of tbe other* ex 
ce« ds, nay, equals it m harmony or dignity of sound 
Besides, it is an English name, and Marguerite 
is 
not. Hav ing 
been 
borrowed 
from 
the 
Greek term for a p earl, it has a v ery fitting 
and beautiful signification, and ev er since it was 
borne by St. Margaret, or Margarite, the v irgin 
m artyr of Antioch, it has been a fav orite name lor 
women in all Christian countries a* suggesting femi 
nine p urity and Innocence. Mrs. Clev eland there­ 
fore chose an admirable name, but as tho Lamont 
baoy is an American girl it should hav e been in the 
English form, Margaret. Instead of Marguerite, the 
French form. If the baoy had been a boy, and ln- 
re a d of calling him John » he bad named him Jean, 
or Henri in p lace of Henry, or Jacques in p lace or 
Jamea. or 
Uuillaume instead of 
William, 
Edourd instead of Edward, she would hav e giv en 
him an ap p ellation not less unfitted to an American 
boy than .Marguerite is for an American girl. 
If 
there were any necessity for going outside of English 
language to find sultablo and beautiful names for 
girls, such a resort to I he French might be p ardon­ 
able; but, in fact, there is no Innguage whose femin­ 
ine names ar« 
more eup honious and more dignl 
fled than the 
English.

But In p referring Marguerite to the English Mar­ 
garet, Mrs. Clev eland ha* only exemp ljed the femin­ 
ine fancy of the day for transforming the noble old 
English names for women into a foreign likeness, or 
for giv ing them terminations which are suggestiv e 
of the nursery, and ill accord with the dignity of 
womauhood.

HIGH WINDS, LOW T EM PERA TU RE AND 
FINE SNOW HERE. 


A F o re ta ste of W h at M ay Frov e to be 
S ev ere W in ter A long tbe H ndson R iv er 
A nd In th e C atskill M o u n tain s— 
F eatu re* o f th e S torm . 


A reminder of the blizzard of last March. 


On Sunday forenoon began one 
of the

the

worst Nov ember storms ev er known 
City, along the Hudson Riv er and 
Catskill Mountains. 
In the ev ening the wind, 
which had been blowing hard all day, in­ 
creased in v iolence, w hirling the snow, that 
was falling, in heap s. 
N erv ous p eop le did 
not sleep much last night. T he wind shrieked 
and banged shutters. 
The streets were de­ 
serted. 
This m orning 
the effects of the 
storm were seen. 
The fence surrounding 
tbe Union-av enue ball ground was p artly 
demolished. 
Signs had p arted comp any with 
their fastenings. 
Limbs of trees had been 
snap p ed off like p ip e stems. 
The wind had 
drifted the snow badly in localities. 
On 
Union-av enue flats the wind swep t with fury. 
Pedestrians were nearly lifted off their feet. 
Telep hone and telegrap h 
wires sustained 
damage. 
T he Hudson Riv er was lashed into a roll 
ing sea. 
Vessels of ev ery descrip tion sought 
a shelter. 
A large schooner that was an­ 
chored near Port Ewen began dragging its 
anchor, and the Cap tain nnd crew bad all 
they could do to keep it from going on shore. 
Tows were belated. 
The p ilots of p asscn 
ger steamboats exp erienced difficulty in m ak­ 
ing landings. 
vrh e weather was so rough on the Hudson 
Riv er, 
this morning, that the ferry-boat 
T ransp ort, ru nning between Iiondont and 
Rhinecliff, did not make the 7:25, 8:20 and 
9:25 trip s. 
The Cincinnati Exp ress, due at 
Rhinecliff at 8:40 o’clock, was two hours be 
hind time. 
In the Rondout Creek steam p assenger 
yachts bobbed up and down like cockle 
shells. 
Boatmen were alert to the threatened 
danger, and p u t double fastenings to their 
boats. 
At the Steam boat 
dock, a barge 
laden 
wilh 
lum ber 
broke 
loose 
and 
sailed to South Rondout, 
where it was 
cau ght, w ithout cap taiu or crew. 
It was a 
hazardous u ndertaking to cross the Creek in 
a sm all boat. 
The steamltoat Jam es W . Baldwin did not 
leav e its dock here u ntil 3 o’clock this morn 
ing. 
Its usual tim e is 6 o’clock. 
W hen that 
hour arriv ed last ev ening the wind blew so 
hard and the snow was so blinding that Cap tain 
T rem p er decided to wait u ntil the fu ry of the 
storm would hav e been sp ent. 
All the tows of the Cornell Steamboat 
Com p any’s line are belated. 
The steamboat 
Valentine, which left the Rondout Creek 
yesterday afternoon with a string of bouts 
for New-Yrork, reached Poughkeep sie, yes 
terday, where it was tied u p , and is still there 
ibis afternoon. The steam boat Austin and p ro­ 
p eller J. H. Cordts, w hich left New-York 
with a tow on Saturday night, are also 
at Poughkeep sie. 
This forenoon the Cordts 
came to Rondout light, 
but returned to 
Poughkeep sie this afternoon to assist the 
Austin as soon as the wind will hav e subsided 
Tite steam boat Oswego left here with a tow on 
Satu rday night and reached the Metrop olis 
this m orning, about 10 hours late. 
The p ro­ 
p eller J. C. H artt, which was disp atched 
from here at about the same time the Oswego 
was, is at Caldwell’s with its tow 
A disp atch from New burgh to T i i e F r e e 


m an to-day stated: At noon the wind was 
still blowing bard. 
T he p assenger steamer 
Brett, which left New -Y ork at 9 A. M ., yes­ 
terday, did not get here till 5 i \ M. 
It had a 
hard tight with head w inds in Hav erstraw 
Bay, and could not make any of its landings. 
The steam er Hom er Ramsdell, which ought 
to hav e started for New-York at 8 o’clock 
last night, did not hav e till 3 r. m . 
The 
B u m boat Annex was sunk at its dock here 
last night. 
It was loaded w ith fru it and v eg­ 
etables. 
A 
sail 
boat 
and 
fou r 
or 
fiv e row boats were smashed against the docks 
and su nk. 
The storm was so sev ere in the 
H ighlands of the Hudson, to-day, that trans­ 
fer of p assengers by boat between Cornwall 
and W est Point, around the blockaded tu n­ 
nel, had to be discontinued. 
Trains are now 
run to W est Point from both directions, and 
the transfer is m ade by stages, the distance 
being abou t one mile. 
T rains arc m u ch de­ 
layed in consequence. 
T hrou gh trains, Ibis 
m orning, were run from here ov er the Erie 
Road. 
The steam er Em elinc, which p lies 
between Hav erstraw and N ew bu rgh did not 
v entu re out to-day. 
T he steam er City of Hudson is frozen into 
Catskill Creek. 
It will be tied up there for 
the winter. 
Desp ite the fierceness of the storm nav iga­ 
tion on the Delaware & H udson Canal was 
continued, so as to keep the canal op en and 
to get as many boats to tidew ater as p ossible. 
T he driv ers suffered, and the m en at the 
tillers looked iuto tbe cabins that afforded 
shelter, with longing eyes. 
Disp atches to T he F r e e m an from locali­ 
ties in the fru it growing districts of Ulster 
County state that the siorm has blown down 
m any trees nnd injured fru it generally. 
Tlie storm was esp ecially sev ere in the 
Catskills. 
The wind sw ep t through v alleys 
and ov er m ountain top s w ith terrific force. 
M ountain houses were shook to their v ery 
foundations, and the strength of the anchor 
chain* on the Hotel K aaterskill were fully 
tested. 
A large am ount of snow fell, and it 
drifted badly. 
The follow ing was receiv ed 
by T he F r e e m an , this forenoon, from cor­ 
resp ondents : 
HuAter—One of tbe worst Nov ember st-orms that 
ev er occurred in the Catskills began on Sunday af­ 
ternoon. The wind blew a Rale, arid trees were up ­ 
rooted. It began snowing in tbe afternoon, and did 
not stop until tbe ground was cov ered with dght in 
ebes of the feathery flakes. At 9 o'clock this morn 
lag rain and hail set in. 
Grand Gorge—-The ground is cov ered with nine In 
ch.-s of snow and still it continues to fall. Tbe wind 
bowled all night long. 
Pine Hill—Between four and fiv e inches of snow 
fell here last night. There was a heav y wind, and 
the roads were drifted so badly this morning that 
wagon trav el was blocked for a time. It is now 
bailing and raining. 
It is stated that the wind on top of Slide 
M ountain aud on other high p eaks blew at 
tbe rate of 50 miles an hou r, cru shing down 
trees and doing hav oc generally. One strange 
featu re of the storm in the Siony Clov e and 
in the Piatterkill Clov e was that the air was 
su rcharged with electricity. 
Sev eral brilliant 
electrical disp lays were noticed. On Saturday 
night Northern light* were seen, and old resi 
dents in the m ountains then p redicted a sev ere 
storm , accomp anied by thu nder and light­ 
ning. 
The p rediction made by the old hu n­ 
ters and trap p er* about a m onth ago that the 
w inter would set in early, and be a “ snu g” 
one, seems to be in a fair way of hi 
fled. 
Threatening weather, snow or rain is 
p rom ised for Tuesday.

There was a large attendance at the Spring- 
Street Lutheran Church, ltondout, yesterday 
forenoon. 
The Rev. J. Steinhauser, who has 
been Pastor for 10 years, preached liis fare 
well sermon. 
He has accepted the Director­ 
ship of the VVagner Memorial College at 
Rochester, N. Y. The reverend gentleman 
took for his text: “ And Moses went, and re­ 
turned to Jethro, his father-in-law, and said 
unto him, ‘ Let me go, I pray thee, and 
turn unto my brethren which are in Egypt, 
and see whether they be yet alive.’ And 
Jethro said to Moses, 1 Go in peace.’ ’’ Mr. 
Steinhauser based his remarks on two ques­ 
tions: First—“ Why do you leave ?” Second 
—“ How should the congregation consider my 
leaving?” 
In reply to the tiist question lie 
said: “ I was not compelled to leave such 
pleasant 
associations 
and such 
a large 
and 
prosperous 
congregation. 
The 
work 
has 
been 
congenial 
dur­ 
ing the loug term of my pastorate here, and. 
consequently, I leave of my own free will.” 
In replying to the second question, he said : 
“ I do not leave on account of worldly rea 
sons, but go because Goil has called me to an­ 
other field of labor. 
I felt it my duty to ac­ 
cept tbe call. 
It was the Divine purpose and 
will that Moses should leave his father-in- 
law. 
Thus it is the will of God that this 
connection between Pastor and people, which 
has lasted over 10 years, he scvered. 
As 
Jethro wished Moses that God's peace might 
go with him, so may you let me depart in 
peace.” 
Mr. Steinhauser exhorted the mem 
hers of the congregation to remember him in 
tbeir prajers. anil to take an active interest in 
his new work and support the cause with a 
liberal hand. 
He addressed the Elders, the 
Trustees, the different societies, etc. 
Before 
leaving the church his people shook hands 
with him, and wished, him God speed in his 
new work at Rochester. 
Mr. Steinhauser 
will leave here for Rochester on Friday. On 
Sunday he will be installed as the Director of 
the Waguer Memorial College. 


A P R E A C H E R ’S IL L U S T R A T IO N . 
A visiting preacher, who occupied the pul­ 
pit in the Methodist Church in Marlborough, 
on Sunday forenooD, preached a sermon on 
the results of “Trusting in Providence For 
Aid in Time of Trouble.” He gave the fol 
lowing remarkable illustration : “ 1 was sta­ 
tioned at one time during my ministry in 
village not far distant. 
I was very poor.

did not have as much as a pound of flour in 
my house. 
One Sunday morning I went to 
church without having had anything to eat 
for 24 hours, and not knowing from whence 
I might expect food to keep myself and wife 
over Sunday. 
Returning after service I 
opened the gate leading to my home. 
In 
front of me, In 
the 
pathway, 
was 
hen’s 
egg. 
I 
picked 
it ' up. 
It 
was warm. 
I looked about me for the hen 
that had laid the golden egg. 
Notvone could 
I see. 
I passed into the house and met my 
wife at the door. 
Speaking to her. I said: 
‘Here is an egg which has been mysteriously 
sent to us. 
Cook it, wife, for it is a harbin 
ger of better times for us.’ 
It was cooked 
and we each eat half of it. What seems the 
more mysterious our neighlxjrs did not keep 
hens. 
Our nearest neighbor was a half mile 
distant and wasat church that morning. How 
the egg came there, or what construction to 
put ou its being there, I cannot determine, 
unless it was a revelation from a higher 
power, in whom I have trusted these many 
years.”

The storm of yes­ 
terday delayed freight trains on the West 
Shore Railroad, and the result is the readers 
of the esteemed Leader of this morning are 
rega’ed with “ the story of Captain Cook’s 
voyage to New-Zealand,” “ Corns on Horses’ 
Feet,” “ Life on a Plantation,” etc., as “ tele­ 
graph” news. 
It is too bad that the elements 
conspire to interrupt the Leader'$ telegraphic 
service—by freight trains. 
There are people who say they consider 
that the stories about children, hears and 
snakes printed in Tins F r e e m a n are “silly, 
but it seems to be a species of silliness that 
has helped to increase the first-class outside 
advertising patronage of this .establishment 
How so?

ing over half a column. 
From these great 
dailies, newspapers in smaller cities and coun­ 
try towns clip, aud as they generally leave 
the credit marks on the paragraphs, T h e 
F r e e m a n thus reaps advertising that pays. 
There is another class of people who think 
that T h e F r e e m a n ’s quotations are “ silly."

T ho “ M o ille ,” “ D o liio ,” “ J im m ie ,” “ W illie ' 
a n d “ B o b b ie ” B u sin ess B e in g O v e rd o n e . 
There seems to be some danger of over­ 
doing the “ Mollie,” “ Dollic,” “ Willie” and 
'Jimmie” style of surname here, and-certain 
of the public schools are largely to blame for 
the infliction. 
Tako the programmes of ex 
and the number of first names of 
pupils found thereon ending with ie, is ro 
markubly large. 
Not one William in a hun­ 
dred was ever christened “ Willie.” 
The 
“ Mollies” and the “ Mamies.” it is safe to as­ 
sert, were named Mary at the baptismal font 
¡Similar statements are applicable to the 
“Jamies,” “Johnies” and other youngsters 
who are struggling along under the weight of 
nicknames. 
It may be all very well to call a 
hoy “ Widie” or “Johnie” in the seclusion 
of the home circle, but it is an unpardonable 
license to do so in a newspaper or in public 
The number of men in this City who are 
familiarly spoken about as “Jack," “ Boh,’ 
“Joe,” etc., is large, and to a newcomer it 
savors of the ridiculous aud rank provincial 
ism. 
The whole system cannot he too strong­ 
ly condemned. 
The Aoie- York Sun, of Sunday, lias a cap 
ital editorial on this line of thought, as fol 
lows: 
It seem s th a t when a daughter w as recently born 
to Daniel Lam ont. the Private Secretary of the Pres- 
Uent, the father and m other wished to settla ilia 
momentous question of a nam e for the little girl by 
calling her after Mrs. Cleveland. That was very 
natural and proper; and of itself, aud ap a rt from 
its association with the beautiful m istress of the 
White House, the nam e Frances is both dignified and 
euphonious. But, with the modesty which is so 
charm ing a trait of Mrs. Cleveland, sha begged 
that instead of nam ing the baby after her, Mrs. La­ 
m ent should give her the privilege of selecting the 
name. The Lam ont baby, accordingly, is t* he called 
M arguerite, which, weave told, has alw aysbeouone 
of Mrs. Cloveland’s'favorite nam es. Now M arguer­ 
ite is unquestionably a very pretty nam e fo ra French 
girl, as Alargherita for an Italian, or as M argarita ia 
fo ra Spanish girl. 
But the English torm of the ap 
pellation is M argaret, and none of the other* ex­ 
ceeds, nay, equals it in harm ony or dignity of sound. 
Besides, it is an English nam e, and M arguerite

Greek term for a pearl, it has a very fitting 
and beautiful signification, and ever since it was 
borne by St. M argaret, or M argarite. the virgin 
m artyr of Antioch, it has been a favorite nam e lor 
women in all Christian countries as suggesting femi 
nine purity and innocence. Mrs. Cleveland there­ 
fore chose an adm irable nam e, but as tho Lam ont 
baoy is an American girl it should have been in the 
English form , M argaret, Instead of M arguerite, the 
French form. If the baby hail been a boy, and in 
s'ead of calling him John she bad nam ed him Jean, 
or H enri in place of H enry, or Jacques in place or 
Jam es, or 
Uuiilaume 
instead 
of 
W illiam, oi 
Edourd instead of Edward, she would have given 
him an appellation not less unfitted to an American 
boy than ,’larguerite is for an Am erican girl. 
If 
there were any necessity for going outside of English 
language to find suitable end beautiful nam es for 
girls, such a resort to the Fivncu m ight be pardon 
able; but, in fact, there ie no language whose ferain 
lne nam es 
ars 
more euphonious and m ore dignl 
fled than the 
English. We do not mean

But in preferring M arguerite to the English Mar- 
Írnret, Mrs. Cleveland has only exem plied the femin- 
ne fancy of tbe day for transform ing the noble old 
English nam es for women luto a foreign likeness, or 
for giving them term inations which are suggestive 
of the nursery, and ill accord w ith the dignity of 
womanhood.

The drivers suffered, and the men at the 
tillers looked iuto the cabins that afforded 
shelter, with longing eyes. 
Dispatches to T h e F r e e m a n from locali­ 
ties in the fruit growing districts of Ulster 
County state that the storm has blown down 
many trees and injured fruit generally. 
The storm was esjatcially severe in tho 
Catskills. 
The wind swept through valleys 
and over mountain tops with terrific force. 
Mountain houses were shook to their very 
foundations, and the strength of the anchor 
chain» on the Hotel Kaaterskill were fully 
tested. 
A large amount of snow fell, anil it 
drifted badly. 
The following was received 
by T h e F r e e m a n , this forenoon, from cor­ 
respondents : 
H uA ter—One of the w orst November storm s th at 
ever occurred in the Catskills besan on Sunday af­ 
ternoon. The wind blew a Rale, and trees were up­ 
rooted. It began snowing in th e afternoon, and did 
not stop until the ground was covered with eight in­ 
ches of the feathery flakes. At 9 o'clock this m orn­ 
ing rain and bail set in. 
„ 
G rand Gorge—The ground is covered with nine In­ 
chi's of snow and still it continues to fall. Tbe wind 
howled all night long. 
Pine Hill—Between four and five inches of snow 
fell here last night. There w as a heavy wind, and 
the roads were drifted so badly this morning that 
w agon travel was blocked for a tim e. It is now 
hailing and raining. 
It is stated that the wind on top of Blide 
Mountain aud on other high peaks blew nt 
the rate of 50 miles an hour, crushing down 
trees and doing havoc generally. One 6trnnge 
feature of the storm in the Stony Clove and 
in the Piatterkiil Clove w h s that the air was 
•urcharged with electricity. 
Several brilliant 
electrical displays were noticed. On Saturday 
night Northern light* were seen, and old reei 
dents in the mountains then predicted a severe 
storm, accompanied by thunder and light­ 
ning. 
The prediction made by the old hun­ 
ters and tranpers about a month ago that the 
winter would set in early, and be a “snug” 
one, seems to tc in a fair way of being veri- 
fled. 
Threatening weather, snow or rain is 
promised for Tuesday.

One child of ten years old is re 
lated to have brought hom e I rom a school of 
infants in the West q picture of the President 
w hipping his wife who was chained to a bed 
post. 
These stories were never printed, hut 
were circulated quietly from mouth to mouth 
and from 
town to town, and the cor- 
rcsi>ondent I relic vc* they were effective in con­ 
tributing lo his defeat. 
And the charge is 
added that they originated am ong Democrats 
who were hostile to Mr. Cleveland, and that 
the same parties kept them actively in circu­ 
lation. 
T his recalls the fact that the first 
man to publicly declare 
Mr 
Cleveland a 
“ moral lep er” in lt<84 was a Democratic 
editor, and the first newspapers to ran'Hck 
Buffalo for discreditable reports concerning 
bis private life were those of his own party. 
W hether thD rem arkable chapter by the 
litn e t correspondent is true or not, the fact 
cannot lie denied that Mr. Cleveland was 
treated fairly and kindly by the newspapers 
of the opposite party. 
There was a tacit uu 
dem anding among 
them from th* outset 
that they would not revive the scandals of 
1*84, or give countenance to any of later da'e. 
T here was started a story several m onths 
ago of the departure of Mrs. Cleveland nod 
Mrs.

because of a family disagreem ent, but it was 
instantly denied by Mis. Cleveland herself, 
and no Republican paper pave credence to it 
afterw ards. 
The people have no opportuni­ 
ty to judge of a m an's domesiic lib1 except 
by that part of it which is turned to the pub­ 
lic view, and that certainly has been in the 
highest degree favorable to both the I’resi 
dent and his wife. 
There is still another 
fact that goes far to vindicate him. 
Ile is un 
intense worker in his offic e; his industry is 
tireless 
I his could not Ik* |hiss!hie if he were 
given to intem perance or other vicious in­ 
dulgence. 
W e hope and believe that the T im et* nar­ 
rative is greatly exaggerated. The am ount of 
credence 
given to a slander is 
usually 
in inverse ratio to its enorm ity. 
Stories of 
abom inable, shameless and beastly conduct 
are a good deal too “ rank" to lie acce pie I of 
a man who has stood I adore the public 
conspicuously as Mr. Cleveland has done for 
the last four years 
Such stories may halo 
benn circulated, but they were not believed. 
It is doubtful whether they cost him a h u n ­ 
dred votes.

Au increase of 0.33 uer ceut in 
1888 would give a total of 614.436 
The 
total vote of the stale for Cleveland in 1881 
was 563,048. 
An increase of 6.25 percent on 
this vote would give a total of 306,247. 
The 
m ajority for Harrison would accordingly l>e 
18,180. 
H arrison's actual m ajority in the 
state is 14,373. Had the rest of tile slate done 
a i well as Ulster county this m ajority would 
be increased by nearly 2,000. 
A sim ilar calculation in regurd to Governor 
shows that M iller’s pain over Davenport in 
1885 in Ulster county is 1,962, or 22.29 ja r 
cent, while Hill'* pain over him self is 1,637, 
or 18.87 p ercen t. 
D avenport's vote in 1885 
was 400.331, and 
Hill's 501,465. 
Had the 
pains in the state equalled those of Ulster 
county. Miller’s vote would be 500,626, aud 
H ill’s 593.585. 
Instead of a m ajority of 19, 
133. Mr. Hill would he in a m inority of 
6,042. 
These figures vindicate the Republicanism 
of Ulster county, and prove I hat the party is 
steadily gaining upon its adversary.

T he Boston QloLe asks : “ W hy should not 
the Democrats cut up Texas into three or 
four states? 
If the Republicans are going 
into the business of m anufacturing state's, 
why shouldn’t Dem ocrats do the sam e?” 
T his seems like a pertinent inquiry.

la remem tiered Hint in the act adm itting 
Texas, som ething was said in repaid to its 
fu tu re division into five states. 
It was nn 
immense territory, thinly 
populated, and 
Congress properly anticipated its possible 
settlem ent by sections and by

of 
adverse pursuits, interests and politics. 
But it is not likely that the state will ever 
be divided. Settlem ent has been rapid, and 
is well aud evenly spread over all the habit­ 
able portions. 
The people live peacefully as 
neighbors, their interests are identical aud 
commingled, and they seem to be of pretty 
nearly one m ind in politics. 
There have not 
been discovered any who wish to secede. 
If 
a portion were to g o out they would want to 
carry the name of Texas with them, and a 
quarrel would ensue more fierce and im pla­ 
cable than sn y th in g th at has happened there 
in politics. Tlie fact is settled that the people 
o f Texas will not divide. 
T ney are willing 
to 
do 
a great 
m any things 
to please 
th? 
Democratic 
party, 
but 
they 


draw 
the 
line 
nt 
division. 
They 
believe that Texas is destined to tiecom etho 
Empire State of the South, and expect to 
send to Congress from 30 to 40 members after 
Hie tw elfth census. 
And this would Love the 
state an amount of power and influence that 
a half dozen petty states, each working 
against the other, could not 
command. 
Then again, the Democratic party is hardly 
in a position to engage in state m anufac­ 
ture 
for 
partisan 
purposes.

Texans, which is impossible, the United 
States Senate i> Republican, and would op­ 
pose the scheme. 
The clause of the aet of 
admission which relates to division is as 
follows: “ New states of convenient size, not 
exceeding four in num ber, in addition to the 
said state of Texas, mid having sufficient 
population, may hereafter, by the consent of 
said state, lie formed out of the territory 
thereof, w hich shall he entitled to admission 
under the provisions of the federal constitu­ 
tio n ” 
There is nothing com pulsory alum! 
this. 
It is lefuto the discretion of ( omrress. 
And if the fiftieth Congress has not the dis 
position to do the work, much less is the fifty- 
firsi likely to Ik* inclined to engage in it. 
T he great tciritories of the Northwest arc 
to lie adm itted because they have earned the 
right to statehood 
and 
self government. 
Texas already enjoys that right and is well 
satisfied with it. 
H er autonomy is not going 
to lie disturbed for the mere partisan purpose 
of strengthening the Democratic party in the 
United States Senate. 
The country would 
accept with a good dent more patience ti pro 
position to annex Delaware, now a Repub 
lean state, to Maryland or New Jersey.

A FIERCE NOVEMBER STORM. 


HIGH WINDS, LOW TEM PERATURE AND 
FINE SNOW HERE. 


A F o reta ste of W h at M ay Trove to he a 
Severe W in ter Along th e Ilndson R iver 
A nd In th e C atskill M o u n ta ln s- 
Feature® o f th e Storm . 


A reminder of the blizzard of last March. 


On Sunday forenoon began one of the 
worst November storms ever known in this 
City, along the Hudson River und in the 
Catskill Mountains. 
In the evening the wind, 
which had been blowing hard all day, in­ 
creased in violence, whirling the snow, that 
was fulling, in heap*. 
Nervous i>cop!e did 
not sleep much last night. The wind shrieked 
and banged shutters. 
The streets were de­ 
serted. 
This m orning 
the effect* of the 
storm were seen. 
T he fence surrounding 
the Union avenue ball ground was partly 
demolished. 
Signs had parted company w ith 
their fastenings. 
Limbs of trees had been 
snapped off like pipe stems. 
The w ind had 
drifted the snow badly in localities. 
On 
Union-avenue flats the w ind swept with fury. 
Pedestrians were nearly lifted off their feet. 
Telephone and telegraph wires sustained 
damage. 
T he Hudson River was lashed into a roll 
ing sea. 
Vessels of every description sought 
a shelter. 
A large schooner that was an 
chored near Port Ewen began dragging its 
anchor, and the Captain and crew had nil 
they could do to keep it from going on shore 
Tows were belated. 
The pilots of pasaen 
ger steamboats experienced difficulty in mak 
ing landings. 
vrh e weather wa* so rough on the Hudson 
River, this morning, that the ferry-boat 
Transport, running between Hondout and 
Rhinecliff, did not make the 7:25, 8:20 and 
9:25 trips. 
The Cincinnati Express, d u c a t 
Rhinecliff al 8:40 o’clock, was two hours be 
hind time. 
In the Rondout Creek steam passenger 
yachts bobbed up und down like cockle 
shells. 
Boatmen were alert to the threatened 
danger, and put double fastening* to their 
boats. 
At the Steamboat 
dock, a barge 
laden 
with 
lum ber 
broke 
loose 
and 
sailed to South 
Rondout, where it was 
caught, without captain or crew. 
It was 
hazardous undertaking to cross the Creek in 
a small boat. 
The stcamlxmt Jam es W. Baldw in did not 
leave ii* dock here until 3 o'clock this morn 
ing. 
It* usual time is 0 o’clock. 
\Vhcn that 
hour arrived lu*t evening the wind blew so 
burd and the snow was so blinding that Captain 
T rem per decided to wait until the fury of the 
storm would have been spent. 
All the tows of the Cornell Steamboat 
Com pany's line arc belated. 
The steamboat 
Valentine, which left the Rondout Creek 
yesterday afternoon with a string of Inuits 
for New-Y’ork, reached Poughkeepsie, yes 
terday, where It was tied up, and Is still there 
this afternoon. The steamboat Austin and pro 
pelter J. H. Cordis, which left New-York 
with a tow on Saturday night, are also 
at Poughkeepsie. 
T his forenoon the Cordts 
came to Rondout light, but returned to 
Poughkeepsie this afternoon to assist the 
Austin ss soon as the wind will hnvesuhsided 
The steamboat Oswego left here with a tow on 
Saturday night and reached the Metropolis 
this morning, about IO hours lute 
The pro 
pelter J. C. H artt. which was dispatched 
from here at atxuit the same time the Oswego 
was, is at Caldwell's with it' low 
A dispatch from Newburgh to T h e F re e 
m an to-day stated: At noon the wind was 
still blowing hard. 
The passenger steamer 
B rett, which left New-York at 1) v st., yes­ 
terday, did not get here till 5 P. m. 
It tmd a 
bard fight with head wind* in Haverstraw 
Bay, and could not make any of its landings. 
The steam er Homer Rntn«dell, w hich ought 
to have started for New York at 8 o’clock 
lust night, did not have till 3 r. m. 
The 
Bumboat Annex was sunk ut its dock here 
last night. 
ll was loaded with fruit and veg­ 
etables. 
A 
sail 
boat 
and 
four 
or 
five row boats were smashed against the (locks 
and sunk. 
The storm was so severe in the 
Highlands of the Hudson, to day, that Iran* 
tor of passengers by boat between Cornwall 
and \\ est Point, around the blockaded tun­ 
nel, had to bo discontinued. 
Trains are now 
run to West Point from lx>th directions, and 
the transfer is made by stages, the distance 
being alxnit one mite. 
Trains arc much de­ 
layed in consequence. 
T hrough trains, this 
morning, were run from here over the Erie 
Boad. 
The steam er Emclloc, which plies 
between Haverstraw and Newburgh did uot 
venture out to-day. 
The steamer City of Hudson is frozen into 
Catskill Creek. 
It w ill lie tied up there for 
the winter. 
Despite the fierceness of the storm naviga 
lion on the Delaware A Hudson Canal was 
continued, so a* to keep the canal open and 
to get as many boats to tidewater as possible. 
Tbe drivers suffered, and the men at the 
tilters looked iuto the (alfin* that afforded 
shelter, with longing eves. 
Dispatches to t h e F rf.fmax from locali­ 
ties in th® fruit growing districts of Ulster 
County state that the storm has blown down 
many trees and injured fruit generally. 
The storm was es|*ecislly severe in tho 
Catskill*. 
The wind swept through valleys 
anil over mountain tops with terrific force. 
Mountain houses were shook to their very 
foundations, and the strength of the anchor 
chains on the Hotel 
Kn:(ter<>kill were fully 
tested. 
A large am ount of snow fell, and it 
drifted badly. 
The following was received 
by T he F reem an, this forenoon, from cor­ 
respondents : 
Hu liter-On® of th® worst November storm* that 
ever occurred in th® Catskill* began on Sunday af­ 
ternoon.
